The purpose of this memorandum is to request 
Council to involve representatives of senior 
management staff (Grades 14 to 17 inclusive) 
in decisions affecting their salary. 


This request stems from extreme dissatisfaction 
with the 5% cost-of-living adjustment for 1976 
in the context of an approximate 11% inflation 
rate. 


Through a meeting with the City Manager to 

seek an explanation, it became apparent that 
Council's decision was arbitrary. A subsequent 
meeting with the Mayor confirmed the lack of 

any consistent rationale behind the decision. 


The senior management staff is concerned that 
what was in effect a decrease in salary 

relative to the 1976 inflation level is not 
repeated in 1977, and requests Council to confer 
with staff representatives before finalizing 
future decisions in this regard. Further, 
although this memorandum has not been discussed 
with staff above or below Grades 14 to 17, it is 
to be hoped that all staff are equitably treated 
in future, in the interest of morale, motivation, 
the accomplishment of tasks, and maintaining 

the proper differential in the salary grades. 


That Council direct the City Manager to consult 
with representatives of Senior Management Staff 
(grades 14-17) excluding Department Heads, 

before finalizing future cost-of-living 
adjustments, and that staff representatives be 
present when this matter is discussed at Council.

Attached is a complimentary COPY of the 
new publication of the Ontario Ministry of the 
Environment which may be of interest to your 
Council or municipal staff, in particular, planners, 
municipal engineers or legal staff. EA UPDATE is 
a newsletter designed to provide current inform- 
ation relating to The Environmental Assessment 
Act, including status of review of individual 
environmental assessments, notice of Environmental 
Assessment Board hearings and new Regulations 
pursuant to the Act. 


The Environmental Assessment Act was 
proclaimed in force for the public sector on 
October 20, 1976. However, under a Regulation 
approval on the same date, municipalities are 
exempted from The Environmental Assessment Act 
until the application of the Act to municipal 
projects can be determined. As you are probably 
aware, a working group appointed by the Municipal 
Liaison Committee, the Municipal Engineers‘ 
Association and the Ministry of the Environment 
is preparing recommendations about the way in 
which municipalities will have to respond to the 
Act. Time will be allowed for municipal comment 
on the working group's recommendations before 
Cabinet takes any action on them. 


I would appreciate it if you would

| would still respectfully suogest that to adequately 
design for the irregular lots encountered more often as subdivisions 
break out of the former dull grid pattern into more curved undulating 
streets, that further consideration be given to the 35’ rear yard re- 
quirement, 


| would like to note that most other cities and bor- 
oughs require 25/0" rear yards for semis and the standard 35° cover- 
age ensures that 0S of the lot is retained as open space. 


No problem arises in providing a minimum 35'0” rear 
vard when designing for a standard 7,500$, 60% x 125’ lot. 


However, in an attempt to provide more desiqn flex- 
ibility and avoid the costly, frustratine delays caused by constant 
Committee of Adjustment submissions, often required on shallow, broad 
front, irregular and pie shaped lots, that some alternative be con- 
sidered to the 35’ rear yard requirement.

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Mr, Donald Ruggles, a landscape architect, described 
the street as being a sellow well-established area with 
mature vegetation where the generous setbacks and plants 
and trees are dominant elements. There are no sidewalks 
at this location, The street is characterized as being 
very quiet and private. He adduced in evidence a site 
controls drawing with recommendations to cause the least 
destruction of trees and to maintain the character of the 
area. He proposes to limit the building area, to maintain 
the row of mature maple trees along the front of property 
and the like, He stated that the frontage per se would 
not impair the character of the area, if such controls 
were effected. He found such controls to be more signi- 
ficant than “geometric” considerations. . 

The applications are strongly opposed by the street 
residents who have lots with 60 to 100 feet frontages, 
most being about 100 feet. The residents feel that 3 
houses on the site would be cramped and would not be 
compatible with the area which has houses stretching 
across wide lots and no garages in front. Concern was 
expressed that property values may depreciate. 

Tony Magi, planner with the City of Mississauga, 
testified that in dealing with compatibility with the 
character of the neighbourhood, he would look to 
Aldo Drive and not, for example, to the development 
across the Hydro right-of-way. The Board agrees. In 
dealing with the character of the neighbourhood, he 
considers that there would be more traffic, the proposal 
would be out of character with the size of the lots and 
size of the houses, trees would be removed and the residents 
did not want it. He agreed that the increased traffic 
would affect only 25 per cent of the existing families,

since the proposed development is near the north and only 
entrance to the street. He steted that, in his view, no 
development on a 66-foct lot could be in keeping with the 
character of the area. 

The Board must have regard to the matters referred 
to in Section 33(4) of The Planning Act and the Board is 
satisfied that the development conforms to all matters 
mentioned therein, Certainly, the proposed lot conforms 
to the existing by-law which requires a frontage of 60 
feet. If the Municipality takes the position that no 66- 
foot lot could be developed to be compatible with the area, 
then Council may wish to amend the frontage requirements 
on Aldo Drive. The Board has not been persuaded that the 
proposed development will impair the character of this street. 
The Board is satisfied that proper development could occur 
without serious effects to the residents of the area. In 
photograph 10(B), looking south, no houses are visible 
because of the trees. No resident testified as to any 
particular loss of amenity insofar as his or her property 
is concerned. Since the Board finds that proper development 
will not affect the character of the area and the matters 
in Section 33(4) are satisfied, the Board finds no valid 
reason to prevent development permitted by the by-law. 

The Board, therefore, allows the appeals subject to 
the site plan and development plan including landscape 
provisions being approved by the City of Mississauga. If 
there is any difficulty herein, the Board may be spoken to. 
The Board's Order will issue, upon such a plan being approved.

December 6, 1976 was Municipal Election Day. Approximately 46,000 
of the 152,250 eligible electors cast their ballots in Mississauga 
between the hours of 11:00 a.m. and 8:00 p.m. 


507 polling subdivisions were located throughout the City in approx~ 
imately 100 locations. The turn-out of 30% of the eligible voters 
was higher than anticipated. The high turn-out, coupled with the 
introduction of a composite ballot, could have been expected to pro- 
duce some difficulties. However, the final report of the complete 
election returns came off the computer at precisely 11:45 p.m. 


As a matter of interest, this department contacted the City of Toronto, 
and its Boroughs, and 10 other Municipalities, picked at random, in 
order to determine when their official counts were tabulated. The 
results of this survey were as follows: 


Prior to 11:00 p.m. - 2 Municipalities 
(1 of these reported 
incorrect results) 


Between 11:00 p.m. & 11:30 p.m. - 3 Municipalities 


Between 11:30 p.m. & Midnight 2 Municipalities

(of this 7, two of them had 
not finalized their results 
by noon the following day) 


It is apparent, on the basis of this survey, that the system used by

Various comments were made to us on Election night; some were 
critical, most were complimentary. The complaint voiced most 
often was that we did not provide results at T.L. Kennedy School 
in the early part of the evening as quickly as they were provided 
by some candidates. This department cannot, of course, compete 

in speed with results that are telephoned in by candidates’ agents. 
These people are concerned only with the results for one position 
and base their reports on unconfirmed figures. 


This department's objective and responsibility is to provide, as 
quickly as possible, accurate and complete results for all candi- 
dates for all positions. We believe that we accomplished this by 
providing accurate counts by 11:45 p.m. 


There were one or two adverse comments by Deputy Returning officers 
on polling day about the composite ballot. However, these adverse 
comments were far outnumbered by comments from workers, candidates 
and electors who found the composite ballot to be simpler to use and 
quicker to tabulate. It is this department's feeling that the adverse 
comments were based on a reluctance by some Deputy Returning Officers 
to use a procedure different from one which many of them have been 
used to for several years. It appears to be more a problem of atti- 
tude rather than the content of the composite ballot. This office 
strongly recommends that we continue the use of composite ballots in 
future elections. 


To assist us in evaluating the election procedures we invited comments, 
after the election, from various Deputy Returning Officers, picked at 
random; the comments, although not unanimous, were significantly in 
favour of the composite ballot and complimentary to the organization 
and methods for the election procedures. 


There was some difficulty experienced by the Deputy Returning Officers, 
and our staff, upon the return of the ballot boxes to the City Hall at 
the close of the polls. It is apparent to us that the magnitude of 

the election requirements in a City of one quarter of a million persons 
has outgrown the physical capabilities of this building. We will not 
be able to accommodate election returns in future years with the exist- 
ing facilities at this City Hall. 


This department will be giving considerable thought to alternative 
locations, and the problems that offsite returns will provide to data 
processing compilation of results. 


It is also apparent to this department that, "Mississauga has arrived" 
as a major municipality in ontario. The press, radio and T.V. coverage 
provided for this election clearly indicates this fact. We must there- 
fore, in the future, make better provision for the use of the equipment 
required for this coverage, and attempt to find a more sophisticated 
means of presenting the City's results to the public. The cafetorium 
at T.L. Kennedy School, and the staff made available at this location, 
are no longer appropriate for this municipality.

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This department will include, for Council's consideration in its 
1977 budget, provision for an Election Coordinator. If this 
position is approved this person will be busy attempting to resolve 
these problems, along with the difficulties that may be incurred by 
new ward boundaries. 


In summation, we are satisfied that the election procedures in 1976 
were carried out efficiently. However, we stress the need to revamp 
and relocate the systems and procedures that will be required in 
future elections.

a separate zoning category would be established 
exclusively for self-serve gasoline stations. Any 
person wishing either to establish a self-serve 
gasoline station or to convert an existing automobile 
service station, would be required to submit a 
rezoning application. 


All the usual requirements in respect of a regular 
service station are adapted with respect to self- 
serve stations. The site plan provisions as 
incorporated into the general zoning by-law pursuant 
to The Planning Act, section 35a, would also apply.
